SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The publication entitled Gossip is classified as: 

Unrestricted: suitable for mature audiences 16 years of age and over. 

The publication is a DVD version of the video recording of the same title classified by 
the Office of Film and Literature Classification as unrestricted: suitable for mature 
audiences 16 years of age and over, with the descriptive note 'Contains low level 
violence.' This decision was registered on 7*^ December 2000. 

The DVD contains the feature and a number of additional components, including 
deleted scenes, two music videos, an interview supposedly with characters in the 
movie about whether or not they think a 'date rape' actually occurred and their 
response to this, and a commentary primarily about the making of, and audience 
response to, the feature. However, these additional components do not affect the 
classification given to the video recording. Consideration was given to the fact that the 
DVD contains a greater extent of sexual referencing than the video recording of the 
same title. The DVD also has more of an emphasis on the topic of date rape than the 
video recording. However, on balance it was considered that the existing classification 
is sufficient to prevent any likely injury to the public good arising from the availability of 
this publication. A change has been made in the descriptive note to alert the public to 
the content. The new note is: contains low level violence and low level sex scenes. 
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
